"Ypu are now going to shoot at little figures 
that will pop up any place on the range," Pro- 
fessor Snyder told the men. "This is to simulate 
what you would face under real firing con- 
ditions and I'll keep score." 

The men got two hours of this training and 
enjoyed it.
